PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Protection  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus, 
is  available  from  family  doctors  a.nd  at  child  welfare  centres. 

Polio  protection  is  available  up  to  the  age  of  40  and  to  certain  priority 
groups  over  that  age.  The  vaccine  may  be  had  either  by  injection  or  by  mouth. 

During  1964  the  immunisation  of  school  entrants'  was  continued.  This  work 
was  carried  out  within  the  schools  on  a sessional  basis  and  is  reflected  in  the 
general  immunisation  statistics  for  the  area.

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

During  1964  protection  aga.inst  tuberculosis  continued  to  be  offered  in 
accordance  with  County  Council  policy  to  all  school  children  aged  11  years 
and  over. 

A skin  test  is  carried  out  first  to  see  whether  or  not  a child  has 
developed  a degree  of  natural  immunity,  A negative  reaction  indicates  the 
need  for  protection,  and  vaccination  is  then  carried  out.

louring  1964  one  new  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified,  a 
male  aged  21  years.  No  deaths  occurred  due  to  tuberculosis. 

Infective  Hepatitis . 

Detailed  reports  have  been  made  to  you  during  1964  in  respect  of  an 
outbreak  of  infective  jaundice.  This  infection  has  a very  long  incubation 
period  and  progresses  slowly;  the  main  control  resting  upon  good  hygiene 
in  association  with  sanitary  apparatus.  The  disease  is  not  officially 
notifiable  but  family  doctor  voluntary  notification  has  been  of  a con- 
sistently high  order.  One  hopes  that  in  the  future  some  protective 
vaccination  or  curative  drug  may  become  available  which  would  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  any  similar  outbreak.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


\Jater  Supply. 

The  \\rater  supply  was  maintained  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  1/ater 
Board  during  the  year.  Difficulty  v/as  experienced  in  maintaining  adequate 
pressure  to  the  houses  in  the  higher  part  of  the  town.  The  Board  have  a 
scheme  prepared  to  lay  a 12"  water  main  from  their  filter  beds  at  Lartington 
to  the  water  mains  at  the  top  of  the  town,  in  the  interim  period  they  propose 
to  join  two  of  their  existing  mains  to  increase  the  pressure  where  difficulty 
is  experienced. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

All  properties  are  on  the  water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal  except 
four  properties  which  are  situated  some  distance  from  the  Council’s  sewers, 
the  pail  closets  serving  these  properties  are  emptied  regularly  by  the  Council. 

Housing. 

Slum  Clearance. 

The  statutory  return  of  unfit  houses  which  the  Council  submitted  to  the 
Minister  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  195^,  covering  the  Council's 
programme  for  five  years  from  1st  August,  1955,  covered  84  dwellings.

One  dwelling  in  a clearance  area  made  before  1939  was  standing  empty  during 
the  year.  Three  houses  in  Guy's  Yard,  Market  Place,  were  demolished  during 
the  year.

The  licence  to  station  20  tents  on  land  at  Orchard  Brae,  Flatts  Wood  was 
renewed  during  the  year.  This  site  is  increasingly  used  and  is  always  kept 
in  very  good  order, 

A licence  to  use  a temporary  dwelling  on  Prospect  Place  Camping  Site 
was  renewed  during  the  year.  This  site  has  water  supply  from  the  mains, 

'WoCo  and  drainage  to  the  Council's  sev/er  within  4 yards  of  the  temporary 
dwelling. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O, 

Red  IJell  Inn,  Harmire  Road. 


A caravan  in  permanent  occupation  has  been  on  'this  site  for  a number 
of  years,  A licence  for  this  is  held  by  the  owner  of  the  caravan. 

The  remainder  of  the  site  is  licensed  for  twenty  holiday  caravans  for 
use  between  1st  March  and  3'^st  October  each  year.  This  site  has  been 
maintained  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition  during  the  holiday  season.

This  site  in  permanent  occupation  by  seventeen  caravans  was  licensed 
during  the  year.  Each  standing  has  its  own  drainage  connected  to  the 
Council's  sewer,  a W.C.,  refuse  storage  bin  and  piped  water  supply  from 
the_  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  V/ater  Board's  mains.  Communal  washing 
facilities  together  with  fire  fighting  equipment,  hard  standings  ari’iT  a 
tarmacadam  surfaced  road,  was  maintained  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition 
during  the  year.

Refuse  Tip 

The  refuse  is  being  disposed  of  on  the  tip  at  Shaw  Bank,  and  tipping  is 
continuing  in  a north  westerly  direction  and  part  of  the  filled  area  was 
covered  with  soil  and  reseeded  during  the  year. 

The  reseeded  area,  together  with  the  land  acquired  for  and  not  yet  needed 
for  the  refuse  tip,  are  let  off  for  grazing  nine  months  each  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  a thunder  storm,  flooding  occurred  in  certain  cellars  in  Galgate. 

A sewer  near  where  this  flooding  occurred  was  found  to  have  its  flow 
restricted  by  tree  roots,  these  were  removed.  No  further  trouble  has 
been  experienced  in  this  area,  but  no  comparable  thunder  storms  have 
occurred  after  the  roots  were  removed. 

The  relief  surface  water  drainage  from  the  Zetland  Road,  Green  Lane 
area  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  on  the  extensions  needed  at  the  sewage 
works  progressed  during  the  year. 
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
